RESCUED AVIATOR 
TELLS OF 18 DAYS 
INMEXICAN JUNGLE 


Indiana Flyer Says He, 
Weak and Delirious, 
Crawled 14 Days and 
Covered Only 3 Miles. 


By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO CITY, July 25.—Clar- 
ence McElroy, Medaryville (Ind.) 
aviator, who was rescued, starv- 
ing, from a Mexican jungle more 
than a week ago, was brought 
here from San Geronimo in a 
plane yesterday. His mind clear- 
ing, he told of his hardships dur- 
ing the 18-day ordeal. 

The crash occurred at 10 a. m. 
on June 27, he said. He and his 
companion, Roy Gordon, American 
of Tegucigalpa, Honduras, were 
flying southward on the way to 
Honduras where they were to de- 
liver the plane. They ran into a 
furious storm. 

As he told his story. McElroy 
was still half-paralyzed, covered 
with insect bites and very weak. 

There was no visibility and I 
tried to find a spot to land. Sud- 
denly the plane crashed into a 
mountainside,’ he said. 

Regained Senses in Storm. 

“I was knocked out and recov- 
ered consciousness in a rainstorm 
at 3 p.m. I noted that the plane 
was a complete washout. My leg 
and head pained severely and 1 
was.too weak to crawl out of the 
wreck, 

“I can't remember much of those 
first three days. Everything was 
hazy. I could see that Gordon was 
dead, but I was too weak to move. 

“Three days later I had recov- 
ered some strength. I tried to 
cover Gordon's body and then 
started crawling up the mountain 
to get my bearings. 

“It was almost impossible to 
make headwae in the jungle. My 
pains increased. I got water from 
a small mountain stream and 
caught a few erabs and ate them 
raw. 

“At night I could see the lights 
of San Geronimo, but made very 
slow progress, probably not more 
than three miles from the ship in 
14 days’ crawling. I was very weak 
and somewhat delirious. 

Encountered Herd of Cattle. 

“July 13 was my lucky day. That 
evening I came upon a herd of cows 
e a stream, but what gave me 

pe was the sight of four calves 
tied to trees. I knew somebody 
eventually would come to untte 
those calves, so I stopped right 
there. I was too weak even to try 
to — k a cow. : 

e next morning the Indian 
boy came. T motioned that I want- 
ed some food. He milked a cow 
and gave me some milk and some 
cheese he had. By signs I told him 
of my predicament and he under- 
stood. He built a small lean- t to 
protect me and left for help. 

“That boy did a marvelous job.

Delegates Center Attention 
on Meat—South | . 
Joins Australia in Plea for 
More Trade.

OTTAWA, Ont., July 25.—Advo- 
cates of remonetization of silver at 
the imperial conference today 
linked a bi-metalism scheme for the 
British commonwealth of nations 
with the idea of a super-empire 
bank. 

Here, as in the United States, sil- 
ver has its champions as medium 
of exchange and it is regarded as 
certain that the silver question will 
be presented to the conference in 
connection with a plan to stabilize 
the unit of exchange within the em- 
pire. 

The question involves many in- 
tricate angles, however, and is still 
in the unofficial stage. The Com- 
mittee on Currency had no official 
statement to make regarding the 
progress made with either the sil- 
ver or the super-empire bank idea. 

From Wheat to Meat. 

Delegates to the conference have 
practically given up the notion of 
an inter-Dominion wheat tariff 
preference and are centering their 
attention on meat. 

South Africa has joined Australia 
in a plea for a larger share of the 
British meat trade, only 51 per cent 
of which is now with the Domin- 
ions. Much of the other 49 per 
cent is with Argentina and the 
United States. 

“Geographically,” the South Ar- 
rican delegation pointed out in a 
statement, “there is no reason why. 
the Union of South Africa, together 
with Southern Rhodesia, the pro- 
tectorates and Southwest Africa, 
should not produce a sufficient 
number of good quality cattle for 
the regular supply of chilled beef 
to the British market.” 

The inter-empire trade in minor 
commodities now supplied by the 
United States and Argentina also 
figured prominently in the sched- 
ule for this week’s work. 

In the case of wheat, the empire 
produces more than it consumes 
and any tariff treatment would be 
likely to have small effect in a 
commodity subject to a world price 
level. 

Change of Tactics. 

South Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand virtually decided over the 
week-end that more advantage 
could be gained by centering on 
meat, fruits and other products of 
which the empire produces less 
than it consumes. 

By readjustments in crop pro- 
duction in these items, their repre- 
sentatives urged, the empire might 
be made self-sustaining and the 
surpluses of other crops neutral- 
ized. 

The departure was initiated by 
Premjer Bruce of Australia, who 
dropped the major crops of wheat 
and wool to discuss development 
of Australia’s meat industry as re- 
placing British purchases abroad. 
Canada is highly interested in a 
larger share of the British meat, 
fruit and dairy products market. 
but had to come into conference, as 
Premier Bennett said, prepared to 
make concessions to Britain on the 
theory that the great basic indus- 
tries of both countries should be 
the ones selected for preferential 
treatment. 

On the welfare of the major in- 
dustries, he said, depended the wel- 
fare of the countries themselves. 
This was taken to mean that Can- 
ada wanted the conference to make 
some disposition of its annua] 
wheat surplus problem. The pos- 
sibility has not passed, however, 
that the London Government may 
still attempt an empire wheat so- 
lution. | 

A virtual demand has been made 
that the British markets boycott 
Russian wheat and take empire 
grain in its place.

GOES ON FIVE-DAY WEEK 


Decides This 5 Best Way of 
Carrying Out Provisions of Fur- 
lough Law.

WASHINGTON, July 25. — The 
Labor Department today began op- 
erating on a five-day-week basis. 
For the next 48 weeks the depart- 
ment will be closed all day Satur- 
day and Sunday, to carry out the 
provisions of the recently enacted 
econemy bill. 

In making the announcement, 
Secretary Doak said that by elimi- 
nating the Saturday half-day the 
requirement of furloughing each 
employe for 24 work days would 
be carried out. 

Meanwhile, the Labor and Com- 
merce Departments continued a 
restudy of the five-day week in 
industry. This was begun recent- 
ly at President Hoover’s request. 

„Having in mind,” Doak said. 
„the appropriations made available 
for the present fiscal year, the na- 
ture of the work of the depart- 
ment, and all other factors, the de- 
partmental staff, and a most care- 
ful and painstaking survey, reached

ARMED MEN TURN 
BACK OL TRUCKS 
LABOR DISPUTE 


500 at East St. Louis Force 
Phillips Petroleum Co. 
Carriers to Return to 
Plant. 


SHELTON BROTHERS 
REPORTED ON GUARD 


Said to Have Been Hired to 
Protect Refinery—Union 
Crowd Tries to Halt 
Highland Work. 


A crowd of about 500 men, many 
of them armed, turned back a gas- 
oline tank truck of the Phillips 
Petroleum Co. as it attempted to 
enter East St. Louis this morning. 
The company has been in a dis- 
pute with union labor over work 
at its plant. near Monsanto, south 
of East St. Louis. 

Immediately after the truck in- 
cident, the crowd, which had been 
assembled for two hours and a 
half, got word by telephone about 


some labor dispute in ‘Highland, 
III. The men rushed to automo- 
biles parked in the vicinity and 
said they were going to Highland. 

More than 100 of them, in trucks 
and automobiles, appeared in High- 
land about 12:30 o'clock. They 
drove directly to Lindendale Park, 
near the Highland Country Club 
grounds, where the city is install- 
ing a $60,000 sewage disposal plant. 

Eight Workers Fiee. 

Eight- nonunion workmen, em- 
ployed in preliminary grading there 
had been warned of their coming 
and when the caravan came into 
view the laborers grabbed their 
lunch pails and fled. 

Chief of Police Winter and two 
of his men talked with the crowd 
and urged them to leave peaceably. 
The group milled around for about 
an hour and left shortly after 
Sheriff Peter Fitzgerald and sev- 
eral of his deputies arrived. High- 
land is in the eastern part of Mad- 
ison County, about 30 miles from 
East St. Louis. 

Mayor Clarence Stocker of High- 
land said the sewage plant is be- 
ing built by the Stocker Gravel and 
Construction Co, of which his 
brother Harry is president. His 
brother had received warnings, he 
said, to employ union men, but had 
disregarded them. The Mayor said 
Highland, with a population of 
about 3500 has only 22 workmen 
affiliated with unions. 


Police Keep Hands Off. 


As far as could be learned, no 
East St. Louis police or St. Clair 
County Deputy Sheriffs approached 
the gathering in East St. Louis, 
which began at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning, at Eighth street and Pig- 
gott avenue, near the Municipal 
Bridge. Eighth street leads to IIIi- 
nois Highway No. 3, the route to 
the Phillips distributing plant. 

Union men were among those in 
the crowd, including union boiler 
makers. Many of the men carried 
revolvers Or pistols and four were 
seen with shotguns. Their auto- 
mobiles lined the streets for sev- 
eral blocks around. 


The first Phillips truck, bound 
for filling stations with supplies, 
arrived from the south at 10:50 
o’alock. The driver sought to get 
by the assemblage, speeding up to 
about 50 miles an hour. Some one 
fired a shotgun in the air and the 
truck stopped. Leaders of the 
crowd ordered the driver to turn 
around and he obeyed, heading 
back towards the plant. 


Machine Guns Reported. 


It was reported that three auto- 
mobiles in the gathering carried 
machine guns. These were aid to 
be manned by gangsters. 

A week ago the Phillips company 
began painting about 30 large gaso- 
line storage tanks at its plant with 
non-union labor, causing a dispute 
with unions. The tanks receive 
fuels through a vin une trom Ok- 
lahoma.

Mrs. Ida Groening, Under 
Mistaken Impression She 
Had Cancer — No One 
to Take Care of Her Boy” 


HUSBAND HEARS 
SHOTS, FINDS BODIES 


Says That Wife Idolized 
Youth and Had Threat- 
ened Act—He Hid Pistol 
but She Discovered It. 


Mrs. Ida Groening, who had been 
ill for some time and believed she 
was dying of cancer, was found 
shot to death beside the bed of 
her 22-year-old son, Charles, early 
today. Charles also had been shot 
through the head and killed. 

A preliminary examination con- 
vinced police that Mrs. Groening, 
planning to take her own life be- 
cause of the mistaken belief she 
had cancer, killed Charles first, be- 
cause she thought that after she 
died there would be no one to take 
care ot her oniy child. He ap- 
parently was killed while asleep. 

Mrs. Groening, who was 47 years 
old, lived with her husband, Au- 
gust C., and Charles, at 5506 Idaho 
avenue. August Groening is secre- 
tary-treasurer of the Virginia 
Realty and Investment Co. Charies 
Groening was an abstract exam- 
iner employed by the Title Insur- 
ance Co. Corporation. 

She Idolized Boy. 

“She idolized that boy,” Groen- 
ing said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. She'd threatened recent- 
ly to take her own life and she 
said she’d take the boy with her. 
Not long ago she called him up at 
work one morning and said, ‘I’m 
going down into the river and I 
want you to go with me.’ Charles 
and I were able to calm her down 
by talking to her at that time, but 
Charles advised me privately to 
hide my revolver for fear she 
might get it and do herself harm. 

“So I did. It was an old weapon 
that my brother, William, and I had 
20 years ago, when we were in 
business together. When we broke 
up the business, I took it, and it 
had been lying around the house 
ever since. When Charles suggest- 
ed hiding it, 1 put it in the inside 
rear part of the radio. How she 
ever found it there I don’t know. 

“I awakened at 3 o'clock this 
morning and found she wasn't in 
bed. That was not unusual, be- 
cause she's slept very poorly re- 
cently, and she’d been waking up 
awfully early. I went into the front 
room, where she was, told her it 
wasn’t very hot, and asked her if 
she didn’t think she ought to come 
back to bed. 

* Just let me sit awhile and 
then I’]l come back,’ she said. 1 
went back to bed and a few min- 
utes later I heard her in the kitch. 
en. The water was running. and I 
thought, as I dozed off, that she 
was getting a drink. : 

He finds Bodies. 

“I was awakened by a commo- 
tion at about 4:30. It must have 
been the shots that awoke me, but 
I'm not sure. Just all of a sudden 
I was awake and knew something 
had happened. I went into the 
front room. She wasn't there. 
Then I went in the kitchen. She 
wasn't there. Finally I went into 
the boy’s room and saw her lying 
on the floor with the revolver by 
her hand. 

“I went over and shook the boy 
and said, ‘Get up. Your mother's 
done something.” He didn’t an- 
swer, so I shook him again. He 
still didn’t respond and I knew then 
he was dead. I saw blood on the 
pillow. I ran out and called for 
help.” 

Groening also recalled that his 
son awoke suddenly one night re- 
cently to find his mother sitting 
on the edge of his bed. “Mother, 
what are you doing here?” he

tokens for 35c for an experimental 
period of three months. The single 
cash fare of 10 cents will remain 
unchanged. 

The commission today received a 
letter from City Counselor Muench 
stating the city would consent to 
the granting of the application filed 
by the company for the change in 
fare schedule for the experimental 
period. 

Muench cuenta! in the event

Windows as far away as Fif- 
teenth street and Cass avente, 
seven blocks, were broken by the 
force. of the blast and the fronts 
of several buildings within a closer 
radius were damaged. Most of the 
dcors and windows of the St. Louis 
Bundesschor at 1629 North Four- 
teenth street, across from the ga- 
rage, were blown in. About a 
dozen automobiles, on a parking 
lot east of the garage and in the 
street in front of it, were damaged. 
Man Hurled Through Window. 
Witain an hour after the explo- 
sion all of the drivers and mechan- 
ics known to have been in the 
bullding at the time, were account- 
ed for. Officials, however, were 
anxious about Joseph Barber, dis- 
trict passenger agent in Chicago, 
who had driven his car into the 
garage for gasoline a few minutes 
before the explosion and had last 
been seen walking toward ie point 
where the explosion originated.

Cabinet to Ask President to Re- 
scind Army Rule in Berlin.

BERLIN, July 25.—The German 
Cabinet decided tonight to ask 
President Von Hindenburg to re- 
scind martial law in Berlin and 
the province of Brandenburg to- 
morrow, 

Martial law was declared in the 
capital and in the province July 
20 when Chancellor Franz von Pa- 
pen became Federal Commissioner 
with dictatorial powers over the 
State of Prussia. b 

Belated reports today told of 
three deaths in political fighting 
over the week-end. The deaths 
were at Juelich, Trier and Elbing. 
In Brunswick the police arrested 
84 Coénimunists and Retchsbanner 
members who were holding a se- 
cret meeting. 


There were many scattered out- 


breaks throughout the country, 
in spite of the drastic orders 
issued to police to maintain order, 
and many were injured. The 
effect of the iron rule was seen

Kansas City Grain Men to Object 
to Closing Order. 

By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., July 25.— 
W. B. Lincoln, president of the 
Kansas City Board of Trade, said 
last night the closing order issued 
against the Chicago Board of 
Trade would. be protested by grain 
men, milling representatives and 
banks of this section. 
“Responsibility for such a dras- 
tic move should be too great for 
any one. man or group of men to 
assume,“ Lincoln said. 

Markets have already become 
imperiled by Farm Board policies 
and by the recent imposition of a 
heavy tax on commodity trades 
which reflect injury back on the 
farmer. The farmers in the Souths 
west are now getting little more 
than 20 cents a bushel for their 
wheat on the farm. 

“With the movement of the new 
winter wheat crop at hand, the 
spring wheat movement just start- 
ing with a heavy crop, the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture might well stop 
and consider the effect on the 
producer.”

Protect | ive Committee Acquires 
Property at Foreclosure 
for $300,000, 


The Mayfair Hotel, Eighth and 
streets, was sold at 
today on the Civil 
Courthouse steps. The property 
was bought by a bondholders’ pro- 
tective committee with a bid of 
$300,000. 

Bondholders and the Mayfair 
Investment Co., which owned the 
hotel, have agreed on a reorgani- 
zation of its financing. About 95 
per cent of the holders of $1,436, - 
doe in defaulted first mortgage 
bonds deposited their ‘securities 
with the commiittee and accepted 
the plan of reorganization. 

This calls for the bondholders to 
form a new corporation which will 
take title to the hotel. For each 
$1000 of the old first mortgage 


foreclosure 


| bonds there is to be issued a $1000 


income bond which will pay inter- 
est, if earned at the rate of 5 per 
cent a year. 

If after five. years the Mayfair 
Investment Co. shall have succeed- 
ed in paying inter... on the bonds 
at 5 per cent, two-thirds of the 
capital stock of the new corpora- 
tion is to be assigned to that com- 
pany. To retain it the Mayfair 
company must maintain interest 
payments. 

Affairs of the new gorporation 
are to be governed by five voting 
trustees, ‘three named by the pro- 
tective committee, one by the May- 
fair company, and one by bond- 
holders who objected to the re- 
organization plan at first proposed 
but finally agreed on the one which 
is to be put in effect. 

The Mayfair, an 18-story struc- 
ture with 354 rooms, was com- 
pleted in August, 1925. It was built 
and operated by the Mayfair In- 
vestment Co. of which Charles Heiss 
is president. Heiss is president also 
of Heiss Hotel Co., which built 
and operates the Lennox, at Ninth 
street and Washington avenue. 

Construction of the Mayfair was 
financed through a first’ mortgage 
bond issue of $1,600,000 sold ve the 
public by 8S. W. Straus & Co., Chi- 
cago investment firm. The mort- 
gage was declared in default a year 
ago, and the trustees, Melvin I. 
Straus of Chicago and William R. 


| Orthwein, St. Louis attorney, took 


charge. 

Straus was removed as a trustee 
last February by Circuit Judge 
Nortoni, who appointed receivers 
for the property on the petition of 
bondholders who did not join the 
Protective Committee. An appeal 
was dismissed recently when the 
plan of reorganization was agreed 
on.

political party affiliations.” 

In a statement issued by Mat- 
thew Woll, its president, the com- 
mittee—authorized by the Execu- 
tive Council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor—said that a Presi- 
dent’s attitude on the question of 
changing natiénal prohibition be- 
came involved only when Congress 
might vote a reviston of the Vol- 
stead act and that even then a two- 
thirds vote could make his signa- 
ture unnecessary. g 

Attitude of Nominees. 

Discussing the attitude of the 
major party presidential candidates, 
the committee said that while Gov. 
Roosevelt has manifested his ap- 
proval for immediate modification 
of the Volstead act,” President 
Hoover “has not yet announced his 
attitude on this subject though his 
point of view, while food adminis- 
trator * * * was, and is, in 
complete accord with organized la- 
bor's demand for immediate restor- 
ation of a beverage containing not 
more than 2.75 per cent alcoholic 
content by weight.” 

“There can be no- possible legis- 
lative or constitutional relief with- 
out support of members of both 
major political parties,“ the com- 
mittee states. There exists, there- 
fore, the necessity of extreme care 
and caution on the part of all who 
are sincere in their desire to change 
our present national prohibition 
policy not to become divided on po- 
litical party lines, but center at- 


tention on the respective candidates 
for both branches of the Congress 
and to escertain their individuel 
points of view and attitude rather 
than being governed wholly and 
solely by platform declarations.” 

Touching upon the eighteenth 
amendment, the committee said 
“both major political party conven- 
tions have expressed their disap- 
proval of the eighteenth amend- 
ment, and, in substance, have pro- 
nounced against a continuation of 
the effort to secure total abstinence 
by constitutional prohibition. 

Importance of Pianks. 

“While both political party con- 
ventions have declared likewise 
against the return of the saloon, 
the Republican party pronounce- 
ment would accomplish that end 
through some form of Federal con- 
trol while the Democratic pro- 
nouncement would accomplish the 
same end through State control. 
This, as we understand the political 
party declarations, marks the sole 
important and definite distinction 
between the two political parties on 
this subject. 

“The fact should be clearly borne 
in mind that the President of, the 
United States has no constitutional 
authority over such proposals. Po- 
litical party declarations on such 
subjects are therefore directed spe- 
cifically. not to the President, but 
to members of the Senate and 


| House. 


“The representatives of both po- 
litical parties feel themselves free 
to choose that method of re- 
moving national constitutional pro- 
hibition which to them seems best 
and most expedient. To assure suc- 
cess in that direction it will require 
the support of states controlled by 
the Republican party as well as 
those states controlled by the 


Democratic party.”

Commerce Department, in a bro- 
chure by Grace A. Witherow of the 
Division of Economic Research, 


said yesterday this country held its 
place in 1931 as a leader in exports 
and was second only to Great Bri- 


United ‘Kingdom for many years 
har led as importer of raw ma- 
terials. 

Shipments of raw cotton and 

fruits were larger than in 1930. 
Radio and electric refrigerators es- 
tablished new quantity sales records 
abroad. But there were further 
sharp reductions in exports of au- 
tomobiles, copper. heavy iron and 
steel products, und other manufac- 
tured articles. 
“The marked decline in dollar 
values of the United States foreign 
trade during 1931 was attributable 
in large part to sharp declines in 
prices which affected all classes of 
commodities,” Miss Witherow said. 
“The physical volume of exports 
showed a decline of 20 per cent as 
compared with 1930 while imports 
were only 10 per cent smaller. In- 
asmuch as domestic industrial pro- 
duction fell 16 per cent and freight 
car loadings dropped 19 per cent, 
the shrinkage in foreign trade was 
about as great as the decline in 
domestic business, the decrease in 
exports being slightly larger and in 
imports somewhat smaller, Meas- 
ured in terms of dollars, exports 
decreased from $3,$43,000,000 in 
1930 to $2,424,000,000 in 1931, or 
37 per cent, while the value of im- 
ports declined 32 per cent from $3,- 
061,000,000 to $2,091,000,000.”

“When I took over the Govern- 
ment,“ he declared, there were 
more than 118,000 unemployed, 
and it was necessary to feed and 
clothe more than 300,000 people. 
T:.is was done. The cost of feed- 
ing the jobless was increased from 
900,000 pesos to 1,600,000 ($54,000 
to $96,000). 

“But this effort was not suffi- 
cient. It was necessary to destroy 


the causes of unemployment and 


to direct our activities towards of- 
fering permanent jobs to the peo- 
ple. At the service of. economic 
activities abundant credits were 
placed at low interest. The Cen- 
tral Bank was authorized to dis- 
count paper derived from economic 
exploitations up to 190,000,000 pesos 
($11,400,000). 

“An emergency law now ready 
for promulgation authorizes the in- 
vestment of $9,840,000 either in 
private or State enterprises. This 
will cause the disappearance of all 
unemployment and permit the pro- 
duction of merchandise which up 
te now has been imported at a 
cost of $12,000,000. 


PRESIDENT DOUMER’S SLAYER 
GOES ON TRIAL FOR HIS LIFE

PARIS, July 25.—Paul Gorfuloff, 


the Russian who assassinated Pres- 
ident Doumer last May, went on 
trial for his life today in the Court 
of Assizes. 

Two months in the Sante prison 
had left their mark on him, for he 
seemed a shadow of the powerful 
man who fought off half a dozen 
persons after he had killed the 
aged President. As he entered the 
courtroom he carried under his 
arm a volume of the memoirs he 
had written in his cell. 

The small chamber was filled 
with attorneys and reporters and 
the 50 spectators required by the 
law for a public trial. After the 
preliminary review of his life, :- 
ri Geraud, his counsel, asked for 
another medical examination, On 
several occasions alienists have pro- 
nounced Gorguloff sane.

BUILDER OF DIRIGIBLE, 
AIRPORT FOUNDER 


Aerial Trip Around Eifel 
Tower Made by Him in 
1901—Developer of the 
Monoplane.

RIO DE JANEIRO, July 


Alberto Santos-Dumont, world 
pioneer in aviation, who won rec- 
ognition on three continents in the 


days that immediately preceded 
and followed the discoveries of the 
Wright brothers, died at Sao Paulo 
yesterday. He was 59 years old. 

Santos-Dumont spent most of 
his later years in Paris. He re- 
turned to Brazil a little over a 
year ago, his health in bad con- 
dition, and had been trying to re- 
cuperate ever since. 

He went to Paris in 1891 and, 
when his slender purse put bal- 
looning out of the question, began 
a study of internal combustion en- 
gines on which he spent six years 
after buying an automobile. His 
pioneer work in aviation began in 
1898 when he went up at Paris in 
a balloon which he made. From 
then on he was a world figure in 
aviation development. 

The Brazilian Government has 
planned a state funeral similar to 
those received by Presidents of the 
republic. When political peace is 
restored in the country the body 
will be brought here from Sao 
Paulo for burial. 

Began With Free Balloon, Finaly 
Took Up Plane. 

For 30 years Santos Dumont was 
the idol of his native Brazi: which 
always called him “father of avia- 
tion although most of his work 
was done in France. 

France honored him with mem- 
bership in its Legian of Honor in 
1909 and in 1913 erected a nemo- 
rial at St. Cloud to com emorate 
his accomplishments. 

The Americas knew hirn in 2916 
as one of the early advocates of 
the intercontinental airways which 
now link Latin-America with the 
United States. 

His first love was the fre2 bal- 
loon, then the dirigible and finaily 
the airplane. But he gave up fly- 
ing aftcr a crash in September, 
1909. He was piloting a monoplaue 
known as “the grasshopper,” which 
he had developed and which was 
the forerunner of the modern ma- 
chines of that type. In it he had 
set a world speed record of 55.3 
miles an hour. 

There after he stayed on the 
ground except for a flight in a free 
balloon piloted by Count de Vaux 
in the competition for the 1922 
Grand Prix. 

He was French by descent. He 
was born on the fazenda Cabangia. 
municipality of Barbacena, State of 
Minas Geraes, June 20, 1873, the 
son of Henri Dumont, an engineer 
by profession but a planter by vo- 
cation. The son early showed a 
bent for mechanical things, spend- 
ing much time in watching and op- 
erating the machinery that han- 
died coffee. 

He had his preliminary schooling 
in Sao Paulo and became interest- 
ed in human flight, but early aban- 
doned the idea of movable wings

i which aerial experimenters had en- 


visaged from the time of Leonardo 
da Vinci. 

“A man walks on legs but rides 
on wheels,” was one of his sayings. 
“It would be foolish to try to put 
wings on a locomotive.” 

Studied Gasoline Engine. 

Going to Paris in 1891, he found 
ballooning beyond the means of a 
rather slender purse so he bought 
an automobile and began a study 
of internal combustion engines. It 
was six years before he took to the 
air. - He had his first flight with 
two Frenchmen, Lechambre and 
Machuron, Who had written an im- 
aginative book, “Andree, or in a 
Balloon to the North Pole.“ 

Thirty years later the finding of 
Andree's body and diary on a lone- 
ly Arctic island proved almosf ev- 
ery item in the book to be fact. 

Santos Dumont made his first 
dirigible flight in June, 1898, as- 


cending from the Jardin d'Accli- | 


mation in Paris in an air ship 
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which he had constructed and 
named Brazil.“ From that time on 
he was a world figure in aerial de- 
velopment. | 

Between 1898 and 1906 he built 
seven lighter-than-air ships, ali 
of which bore his name in numer- 
ical sequence. On Oct. 19, 1901. 
with the Santos Dumont V he won 
the Deutsch de la Meurthe prize 
of 100,000 francs—($20,000)—of- 
fered for the first circuit flight 
from the French Aero Club at St. 
Cloud around the Eifel Tower in 
Paris and return. This trip con- 
sumed 30 minutes. Later he made 
it in Nos. VI and VII, receiving a 
gold medal from the Government 
of Brazil for the first and 3000 
francs and a silver cup for the sec. 
ond. 

In 1903 he erected at Neuilly the 
kirst airport. He kept there a fleet 
of dirigibles which were used for 
flights over the housetops of Paris. 

In 1905, two years after Orville 
Wright had made his first airplane 
flight. Santos Dumont turned to 
heavier-than-air craft. Applying 
his knowledge of gasoline engines, 
he experimented at first with a 
vertical propeller, but gave that up 
and constructed a box kite type of 
machine which on Sept. 30, 1906, 
he took off the ground at Baga- 
telle, flying 250 feet at a height oft 
four feet and at the rate of 18 
miles an hour. 

On Nov. 12 of the same year he 
went up 20 feet and flew 700 feet 
in 21 2-5 seconds, a speed of 23 
miles an hour. 

These feats attracted attention 
although they were scarcély com- 
parable to the flights already made 
by Orville Wright, who had in 
1905 carried Lieut. Benjamin P. 
Foulois on a flight of 24 miles at 
a rate of 42 miles an hour. 

Next Santos Dumont tried sea- 
planes, using the Seine at Paris as 
an experimental “field.” He had 
indifferent success and went back 
to land machines, finally evolving 
the monoplane, which eventually 
became his most notable contribu- 
tion to aeronautics. , 


Generous to Employes. 

With younger men coming to the 
fore with new machines, many of 
which the Brazilian aviator said 
copied his ideas, he began to drop 
out of the aviation picture. But 
even through the 20 years in which 
he lived in semi- retirement in 
France, he followed closely the de- 
velopments of the science which he 
had fathered. 

Ha won a reputation for generos- 
ity in the French capital where he 
divided among his employes and 
among the poor $12,000 given by 
the Brazilian Government in honor 
of his research. As early as 1909 
France decorated him with the 
Legion of Honor. 

Some of his mishaps 
more comic than serious. 

One of these took place when ne 
was making an early attempt for 
the Deutsch prize. His machine 
landed in a tree on the estate of 
Princess Isabelle, daughter of Dom

SANTOS-DUMONT’S BALLOON 
SLASHED WHILE PREPARING 
FOR WORLD'S FAIR FLIGHT 


ANTOS-DUMONT came to St. 
S outs in 1902 as the guest 

of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition management, to con- 
sult with a committee as to rules 
and arrangements for the air 
events, which it was planned to 
make a leading feature of the 
World’s Fair in 1904. Acting on 
Santos-Dumont’s advice, the fair 
management set apart an 11 
acre tract and enclosed it with 
a fence 30 feet high to permit 
inflation of dirigible balloons 
without wind interference. 

In June, 1904, Santos-Dumont 
arrived at the fair with his 
dirigible and three assistants. 
An exhibition flight was prom- 
ised for July 4, but a week be- 
fore that time the bag of the 
dirigible was found to have been 
slashed with a knife. Santos- 
Dumont sent it back to Paris 
for repairs, saying he would fly 
in September, but he left and 
did not reappear. The aero- 
nautic plans of the fair man- 
agement ended in failure, and 
dirigible flying was first dem- 
onstrated here. five years later.

Appointed by Aero Club. 

He came to the United States in 
the fall of 1915 and the following 
spring was appointed head of a 
committee selected by the Aero 
Club of America to study the pos- 
sibilities of airplane traffic to and 
from South America. Out of this 
grew an international conference 
at Santiago, Chile, which organ- 
ized the Aeronautical Federation of 
the Western Hemisphere with San- 
to Dumont as its first president., 

Brazil, which had always hailed 
Santos Dumont as his first scien- 
tist, prepared a huge welcome for 
him when he arrived there from 
Paris on Dec. 3, 1928, but it was 
turned into a tragedy. A large 
plane, named the Alberto Santos 
Dumont, circled over his steamer 
as it entered the harbor of Rio de 
Janeiro. 

Just as the welcoming din was 
at its height, the plane went into 
a tail spin, crashed and all 14 oc- 
cupants, including several women, 
were drowned. 

The shock of this accident bore 
heavily on Santos Dumont. A month 
later he went back to Paris as 
guest of the Aero Club of France 
and to receive the medal of the 
International Aviation Society.

debtedness. 

The notes the Treasury will offer 
for sale will be in two series, both 
dated and bearing interest from 
Aug. 1. One series will be for 
$325,000,000, to run two years and 
bear 2% per cent interest, while the 
other will be for the same amount, 
will run for four years and carry 
interest at 3% per cent.

“The new offering will provide 
funds for this maturity, and also 
to meet current financial require- 
ments, principally for the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation.”

; War Debts and Arms Expenditures. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

OUR editorial, 
7 Reparations,“ deserves criticism. The 
substance of the concluding paragraph, 
that our creditors can now approach us 
“with clean hands” regarding cancella- 
tion of war debts, is an unreasonable 
stand to take toward the American pub- 
lic, ali citizens of which are taxpayers. 

As you yourself state, Germany was 
stripped by the infamous Treaty of Ver- 
sailles of colonial possessions valued at 
20 billion to 25 billion dollars. Should 
our Allies gain this wealth while we pay 
for the greater cost of the war? Why, 
no. Senator McKellar of Tennessee cor- 
rectly asserts that the debts should be 
liquidated by turning over part of these 
possessions to the United States, unless 
they are returned to Germany. 

You admit that the investing public of 
this country was induced to buy securi- 
ties of the German Government, the pro- 
ceeds of which were turned over to 
France and other former Allies in the 
form of reparations. After such securi- 
ties have depreciated to half their origi- 
nal value and Germany has been deprived 
of the gold we shipped there, the Amer- 
ican public is asked to bear the burden of 
the war, through the levying of still 
higher taxes to offset proposed non-pay- 
ment of war debts. 

Senator Borah is right in saying 
that Europe must disarm as a condi- 
tion of war debt revision. France 
alone, of European nations, expects to 
expend about $800,000,000 for war pur- 
poses during the coming fiscal year. In 
total from all our creditors, we are to 
receive about $199,000,000 in liquidation 
of war debts for the same period. In 
other words, France will spend about 
four times as much for military purposes 
as we will receive from all our creditors. 

Although we cannot in justice to our- 
selves agree to cancel war debts, we must 
recognize the ability to pay of the indi- 
vidual creditors. In analyzing such abil- 
ity to pay, the element of expenditures 
for war purposes by such creditor must 
be carefully considered.

The reason is that under the law of the land the 
States have been without power to reduce utility 
rates. ‘The utilities have resisted all attempts at 
reduction by going into the Federal courts and avail- 
ing themselves of the valuation decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court. 
Thus the whole theory of state regulation, despite 
the expensive machinery set up for its operation, has 
collapsed, a circumstance from which we have chiefly 
what is known as the power issue. It has been use- 
less, as Judge Muench, the City Counselor of St. 
Louis; declared in the case of Union Electric, to fight 
exorbitant rates in the face of these decisions. It is 
not a matter of justice, but one of law. 
Tuts intolerable situation could not last, and ap- 
parently the end is in sight. If the utilities, aceord- 
ing to the United States Supreme Court, are worth 
primarily what it would cost to reproduce them, and 
rates must be based chiefly upon that consideration, 
the reverse must be true when construction costs are 
off about one-half. 
The design of Wisconsin and Kansas is to de- 
termine if this is true. If the utilities resist, and 
one of these cases goes to the United States Supreme 
Court, the Court will have to say whether or not the 
valuation theory laid down in the St. Louis & O’Fal- 
lon Railway case and the Baltimore street railway 
case works both ways. : 
It is not impossible that in consequence of some 
such defensive move by one of the States the United 
States Supreme Court may abandon its former posi- 
tion and enunciate a new valuation theory for rate- 
making purposes. The utilities have successfully held 
that in attempting to reduce rates the state com- 
missions have violated the constitutional guarantees 
against confiscation of property. There is a large 
school of thought which holds that all such valua- 
tions could be based upon prudent investment and 
still be within the meaning of the Constitution. This 
was the position of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the St. Louis 4 O' Fallon Railway case. It 
was the basis of an interesting valuation formula, 
suggested in the O'Fallon case by Federal Judge 
Charles B. Faris. The United States Supreme Court 
said no. 
We must recall that any such interpretation of the 
Constitution depends upon the personnel of the Court. 
This explains the resistance in the United States Sen- 
ate to reactionary appointments to the Supreme 
bench. The liberals in the Senate insist that the de- 
cisions of the Court on the question of utility rates 
have been reactionary. The Baltimore street railway 
decision created so much indignation that even Chief 
Justice Hughes narrowly escaped being excluded from 
the exalted place he now holds. 
The personnel of the Court has greatly changed 
Many of its recent decisions 
indicate that the old liberal opinion of Holmes and 
Brandeis is now in most tests the opinion of the ma- 
jority. It is not unlikely that in its present liberal 
tendency the Court may agree with Wisconsin and 
Kansas that utility rates are higher than they should 
be. If it does so agree, the Court will necessarily lay 
down a more liberal valuation formula. 
The situation is one in which all the States, handi- 
capped as they are by United States Supreme Court 
decisions, will eagerly await the outcome. Like 
Prometheus bound, they anxiously await the signal 
of liberation from the Olympian height. 
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RUMOR IN BOSTON. 

How rife rumor has become is witnessed by the 
fact that the venerable Boston Evening Transcript 
has been forced to declare that, all reports to the con- 
trary, it has no intention of shutting up shop. A 
statement prominently displayed at the top of its edi- 
torial] page bore the proprietors’ assurance. The 
Transcript was never more sane, never more reliable 
than it is today,” it read; “its readers never more 
stanch.” If reports like that can get abroad in 
Boston, then things have come to a pretty pass 
around Park Square and the old burying ground. 
For the Transcript and Boston are one and the same. 
The traditions of the Athens of America are those 
of its journalistic patriarch, and together they sur- 
vey a world bounded by the limits of Cambridge, 
Brookline and the fish pier. Towards evening comes 
the Transcript,” wrote Hawthorne in his notebook in 
1838. A century has flowed down the Charles since 
the Concord novelist read his copy by candlelight, 
but all the while the Transcript has remained as 
fixed and unchangeable as.the stars. Its pages on 
genealogy and chess, on books and the theater have 
followed Boston aristocracy from Beacon Hill to Back 
Bay and Harvard Square—and now rumor would un- 
dermine its character. 

Boston without the Transcript would be like Bos- 
Common, the Public Garden or 
Faneuil Hall, without King's Chapel, Constitution 
Wharf or the Harvard accent. It wouldn't be Boston. 
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THE DIVERSION CONTROVERSY. 

Much difference of opinion exists regarding that 
clause of the recently negotiated Great Lakes-St. 
Lawrence seaway treaty regarding the diversion of 
water for the Chicago drainage canal. As drafted, 
the treaty restricts the diversion to 1500 cubic feet 
per second.

TAX n AND 2 — 

With the passage of the new revenue bill, the great 
American game of tax evasion is being played with 
great gusto, and persons and institutions claiming 
the highest degree of respectability are lending their 
ingenuity and influence to it. 
Fred W. Reuter, St. Louis postoffice inspector, ad- 
vised that 25 St. Louis corporations, including in- 
stallment houses and public utilities, are hiring car- 
riers to deliver matter normally carried as first-class 
mail, appealed to Washington some time ago for a 
ruling. He wanted to know whether or not such 
private delivery of mail is in violation of a United 
States statute imposing a fine or jail sentence, or 
both, upon persons or corporations establishing mail 
service on regular post routes. It is not clear yet 
just what will be done about it. It all local con- 
cerns with sufficient mail to make the private carrier 
system profitable should adopt it, Reuter estimates 
a local revenue loss of more than $2,000,000 annually. 
Use of drafts to pay dividends, wages, etc., rather than 
checks, which carry a 2-cent tax, caused Collector of 
Internal Revenue Becker to appeal to Washington 
for advice. This practice, advocated by no less an 
institution than the American Bankers’ Association, 
brought forth a resolution of the St. Louis Clearing 
House Association forbidding members to clear drafts 
drawn on companies or individuals not already listed 
for this service, until Aug. 1. The Clearing House 
says that general use of drafts would “upset the 
present expeditious and economical method of clear- 
ing checks through the Federal Reserve System and 
will add a great burden upon the banks.” 
Among those now bending every effort to avoid the 
burdens of taxation are those who shout most loudly 
of patriotism, who wave the flag with fanatical zeal 
and who declare their Americanism second to none.

The class in home economics is now gazing at the 
solanum melongena, and is rather pleased with its ap- 
pearance.

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RECOGNIZING MANCHOUKUO. 


Recognition of the new Manchurian Government by 
Russia, or any other Power, would make things “that 
much easier” for Japan, says her new Foreign Min- 
ister, Viscount Uchida. Just now, however, the other 
nations are showing no inclination to ease Japan’s 


of Manchoukuo (Land of Manchuria), which was 
established a few months ago under Japanese sponsor- 
ship. Manchoukuo’s Foreign Minister March 1 sent 
out bids for recognition to the 17 countries which had 
consular representatives in Manchuria. Thus far, 
recognition has not been granted by any nation. 
Japan may remain steadfast in her refusal to return 
the area to China, but this is not likely to affect the 
policy of any other country. 

The United States had gone on record Jan. 7 as 
opposed to recognizing any situation resulting from 
violations of the Kellogg pact or that might impair 
China’s sovereignty. The League Assembly took a 
similar stand March 11, and declared it ‘incumbent 
upon member nations not to recognize such a situa- 
tion. Even Japan, which has defied the League on 
other occasions in the controversy, has not yet violat- 
ed this injunction by extending formal recognition to 
her political creation, though she asserts that she 
will do so in time. Uchida’s present overture to 
Russia presumably is on the theory that she, a non- 
member of the League, will act where other nations 
have been restrained by the Assembly’s resolution. 
Meanwhile, the Manchurian adventure continues to 
be a costly one for Japan. Only last month, the Diet 
voted $65,000,000 more for continuing the campaign 
there, and the country is far from being pacified. 
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BOSSISM IN KANSAS CITY.

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REAPING THE WHIRLWIND. 
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The Rebirth of Barter 


Shortage of cash in rural districts and abundant crops have led to revival of barter; 
producer and consumer are brought together without middle-men or distribution 
costs; country store and country mill play a large part in ~rocess; although an 
expedient, trading frees farmers from the complexities of our commercial system. 


URAL America is getting back to bar- 
R ter. The pioneer’s practice of trading 

farm produce directly for needed mer- 
chandise is returning to every-day usage 
in thousands of rural and semi-rural com- 
munities throughout the United States. Ac- 
cording to reports of the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics and the Co-operative 
Extension Service of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture, agricultural coun- 
ty agents in at least 2600 farming counties 
of the United States are now engaged in 
the encouragement and furtherance of the 
homely institution. 

The institution of barter presents a num- 
ber of current and obvious advantages. It 
saves unnecessary transportation and stor- 
age of various agricultural commodities. It 
whittles down the middle-man's profits. It 
tends to reduce consumer’s cost through the 
elimination of excessive advertising. A 
crop-for-crop or crop-for-goods exchange 
tends to relieve the discrepancy between 
farm and commodity price, to serve as a 
tonic for the prevailing dilemma of farm 
markets, finally, to verify and to recheck 
estimates of relative value. 


No mode of commerce is older than bar- 
ter. It has been a prevailing practice since 
the first dawn of history. It bespeaks gen- 
erous reciprocity, a normal process of 
democracy. Its very directness tends to re- 
tard monopoly or undue acquisition of local 
wealth, to insure just compensation, to pro- 
vide equal opportunity, since it conveys no 
burden of interest nor of accrued debt. It 
represents a person-to-person compromise. 

Certainly barter has been the cradle of 
American business, the economic ground- 
work of our productive frontiers. But with 
the decades of industry began the ever-ris- 
ing surge of currency exchange. Our 
mighty agricuitural realms relinquished this 
splendid heritage of barter and docilely ac- 
cepted the prevailing exchange systems of 
industry and urban commerce. Mighty cen- 
ters of distribution urose, and to them rural 
America forfeited the richest plums of pro- 
ductive profits. 

There is no reason to believe that barter 
will command all domestic trade, or that 
various other systems of exchange will with- 
er before its.rising might. But it is an 
expedient curr measure, a move toward 
greater simplicity in rural business and 
toward a checking and reclassification of 
eertain basic values. A more direct basis 
for exchange and for estimates of relative

of its befuddled exponents.

During the past three or four decades, the 
marketing and market distribution of farm 
produce has developed into a colossal and 
generally impersonal business enterprise, 
which has proved too prone toward devel- 

. oping into a grand-scale contest of wits be 

‘ tween producer and distributer, with the 
distributer keeping generally on top and 
the consuming public doing its full share 
of holding the bag. Barter minimizes class 
and occupational rivalries. It is essentially 
a personal and local practice. 


The rebirth of barter is making itself ap- 
parent in certain specific ways. The grow- 
er-to-consumer marketing of farm commod- 
ities is a modified form of barter carried on 
by means of co-operative cugb markets, 
trading centers in towns, points at which 
farmers are free to offer their produce for 
direct-to-consumer sale. This innovation 
is rapidly spreading. Some 6300 markets 
of the sort are now being operated under 
direction or sponsorship of competent su- 
pervisors, either county agricultural agents 
or marketing specialists employed by state 
or Federal government. 

Community exchange centers, already un- 
der good headway in Ohio, Arkansas, West 
Virginia, Tennessee and Kentucky, permit 

out-and-out barter. To these open trade 
centers, ruralists may bring an over-supply 
of one commodity and exchange directly for 
an under-supply of another. Exchange 
places may be in vacant homes, untenanted 
schoolhouses, churches or other convenient- 
ly available shelters situated in the back- 
woods or isolated farming areas. They may 
be Operated co-operatively one or two days 
a week during the crop season or once or 
twice a month during the winter. Some- 
times the centers are maintained privately, 
the operator charging a toll of the goods 
exchanged. This innovation is Hhkewise 
sponsored in some areas by Government 
agricultural workers. 

The institution of barter is also giving 
new scope to the crossroad store. Serving 
the 6,500,000 farm families of the United 


States are a total of about 225.000 mer- 


chandising establishments which may aptly 
fall under the heading of country stores. 
Barter fits well into the schemd ot these

Floyd C. Shoemaker, State His- 
torian, has compiled for the Cen- 
tury of Progress Commission a list 
of Missouri historic spots, in which 
he rates St. Louis “the most his- 
toric area in the State.” 

The city (St. Louis) is of itself 
the most historic area in the State, 
due to the leadership it assumed 
in the settlement of the State, the 
establishment of commerce and in- 
dustry, and early political leader- 
ship,“ Shoemaker wrote. 

Kansas City, Ste. Genevieve, Co- 
lumbia, Springfield, Lexington, Ar- 
row Rock, Old Franklin, Hannibal, 


St. Joseph, Kirksville and Jeffer- 


son City are other cities represent- 
ed on Shoemaker's list. 

The Century of Progress Com- 
mission hopes to prepare a photo- 
graphic display of Missouri historic 
spots for the Chicago World’s Fair 


next year. 


His Comment on Spots. 
Shoemaker’s comment on the va- 
rious historic spots follows: In St. 
Louis: The old courthouse, on 
which work was begun in October, 
1839, and completed in July, 1862. 
Gen. U. S. Grant’s cabin, on Gra- 
vois road, in St. Louis County, 
where Grant lived prior to the Civil 
now owned by August A. 
Busch. The Old Cathedral in 
downtown St. Louis, a landmark 
and one of the most historic ca- 
thedrals west of the Mississippi. 
Eads Bridge, the most historic 
gateway across the Mississippi Riv- 
er, toward the west, and passage- 
way of commerce east.

Glorifier of the American Girl,” 
and achieved his reputation as a 
connoisseur of feminine puichri- 
tude, but to his father he was a 
disappointment, because Florenz 
refused to take an interest in class- 
ical music. Ziegfeld Senior—Dr. 
Florenz Ziegfeld—was a musician 
of the old school, who received his 
musical training in Germany and 
held to the old traditions.

Dr. Florenz Ziegfeld had been a 
military bandmaster over in Ger- 
many, and migrated to this coun- 
try in his youthful days. He first 
taught the piano to youngsters, and 
then, having moved to Chicago, he 
established the Chicago Musical 
College. 


F ZIEGFELD was given, and

IEGFELD may have left a 

large part of the detail of his 
| extravagant settings to his 
technicians and stage directors, 
| but when it came to the chorus |

“Generally speaking,” he once | 
said in discussing his choice of 
giris, “I would say that the 
modern-day showgirl must have 
a small foot and ankle, a good 
profile, well-covered bone but 
no unnecessary fat, a beautiful 
neck, well-formed arms and 
legs. Regarding facial loveli- 
ness, every feature must not 
only be beautiful in itself, but 
harmonious with all the other 
features.

Held had been married to a mu- 
sician named Carrera, and had a 
daughter, Liane, who also appeared 
on the stage in New York. The mar- 
riage was not a success, and Held 
being free after her exploitation by 
Ziegfeld, she and the producer were 
married. The marriage ended in 
divorce, but not before the two had 
gone far in the theatrical world. 
The “Follies” were one thing they 
started together.

IEGFELD went to considerable 
2 pains that early for material and 

ideas for his shows, and in 1909 
made a tour of Europe in company 
with other theater people in the 
hope of finding something new. He 
enjoyed the trip personally also, for 
as well as of pulchritude, Flo was 
a connoléseur of good food. He was 
the host, at many dinners at his 
home, noted for the food and the 
fine vintages. 

When Ziegfeld put on the “Fol- 
lies of 1912” he introduced another 
idea that has since become very 
popular, almost overworked, on the 
present-day stage: the idea of 
“ringing in“ the audience. The show 
began with an argument in the 
audience, before the rising of the 
curtain, between planted actors, 
who disputed the preferred type of 
show.

The show was reviewed as the 
fastest and funniest of the series 80 
far offered by Ziegteid.

N addition to the “Follies,” Zieg- 
[cia at the same time was put- 

ting on other shows. In 1912 one 
of them was Charles Hoyt's farce, 
“A Trip to Chinatown,“ in a music- 
al version. It called for a seene on 
a skating rink. whereat Ziegfeld, 
who never went at anything half 
way, had the stage covered with 
real ice for the purpose. 

It went over big in New York, 
but when/’the play went on tour it 
was not so good. Covering a whole 
stage with ice for one scene Was a 
bit expensive, even for the prodigal 
Ziegfeld. 

Ziegfeid was notoriously prodigal 
in his. productions as well as his 
way of living. The elaborate, ex- 
travagant dinners already men- 
tioned were mere nothing compared 
to his enormous expenditures on his 
shows. He made money on his pro- 
ductions, but he also spent it on 
them. If one show was a big suc- 
cess, enough to carry it well and 
above the great amounts Ziegfeld 
was sure to have spent on it, he put 
the surplus into another show that 
either barely broke even or suffered 

a loss. - Ziegfeld was always broke.
